George Washington was born iu 
1732 near the banks of the beauti- 
ful Potomac in Westmoreland Coun- 
ty, Virgina. It was a very small 
place called Bridge's Creek. 

When Washington was a boy he 
was fond of playing games and of 
sports. He liked to pitch quoits, 
toss bars, and try his strength in 
leaping and wrestling. His father 
died when Washington was ten years 
old. George was a very truthful 
boy and always treated his mother 
with tenderness and respect. 

This is an example of his truthful- 
ness not so well known as the story 
of the hatchet. When he had killed 
his mother's favorite colt he told her 
all about it. She said, " I regret 
the loss of ray favorite, but I forgive 
you because you have had the 
courage to tell me the truth at once." 

When George was sixteen he was 
this appointed surveyor, and followed 
profession for a number of years, 
surveying and laying out large tracts 
of land in the Shenandoah Valley. 

In 1753 Governor Dinwiddie sent 
him with a letter to the commander 
of the French in the Ohio Valley, 
bidding him withdraw his forces 
from the country. This the French 
refused to do, and not long after war 
was declared. Washington was ap- 
pointed aide-de-camp to General 
Braddock, who was sent against the 
French and defeated them. 

On April 9, 1775, the Revolution 
ary war began A commander-in- 
chief was needed and Washington 
was chosen to fill this position. He 
set out from Philadelphia, June 21, 
for Cambridge, Ma.ss. , and on the 
morning of July 3, he took com- 
mand beneath the old elm on Cam- 
bridge Common. 

Washington inspired his soldiers 
with reverence and enthusiasm. He 
never spared himself in any way and 
was always first in battle. The bul 
lets often razed his hair and rid- 
dled his cloak, but he would tell his 
soldiers, " Stand fast and receive the 
eiicmy." 

The Briti.sh left Boston March 17, 

1776, in seventy-eight ships and 
trasports. On July 4, of that year 
thirteen colonies signed a declaration 
to the effect that they should be free 
and independent of all allegiance to 
the liritish crown forever. 

Not quite a year later, in June, 

1777, our national flag was adopted. 
A committee accompanied by Gener- 
al George .Washington called on 
Mrs. Betsey Ross, of Philadelphia, 
to give her the order for our first 
flag of stars and stripes. Washing- 
ton himself drew the design. vStars 
and Stripes was first unfurled 
August 3, 1777, over Fort Schuyler, 
a military post, iu New York State. 

After six long years of fighting 
and of privation the British under 
Lord Cornwallis surrendered to 
Washington, October 19, 1781. 
Wa.sliington disbanded his army 
and returned iionie to Mt. Vennon 
where he occupied his time in the 
I'ursuit of agriculture. 

But Washington could not long 
remain in quiet. The country call- 
ed him to be its first President. He 
was elected March 4, 1789, was in- 
augurated as President in New York 
City, April 30, and served four years. 
He then reelected and served was 
another four years. During his 
eight years of presidency he often 
visited the different parts of the 
country and was everywhere received 
with bands and flags and speeches. 

In 1797, Washington once more 
retired to Mount Vernon, and spent 
the last years of his life in farming 
and looking after his e.state. He died 
in December, 1799. His final words 
were," 'Tiswell, ' tis well . " - /^ -vk-c 
B. Faxon. 

H^aahlaKlon'a Influence. 



As a tree is known by its fruits, 
so may a [Hjlitical jwlicy be known 
from the character of its supporters, 
says the Youth's Companion. 

Shortly after the Federal Consti- 
tution had been adopted at Philadel- 
phia, Francis Lightfoot Lee, a sign- 
er of the Declaration of Indepeu- 
'lpn<-e, was at the court hou.se of 
Wisinioreland County, Va., and 
some one asked him his opinion of 
it. 

" I do not," said Mr. Lee, " pre- 
tend to be a judge of an organic law 
of such irtiportance, but one fact in- 
' Ins me to support it. General 
u riiington is in favor of it and 
John Warden is against it." 



Warden was a Scotch lawyer of 
the county who had been speaking in 
public against the ratification of the 
new Constitution. 

Mr. Lee's willing submission to 
Washington's judgment was imitated 
all through the country. Trust in 
Washington brought about the 
adoption of the new constitution by 
Virginia, and without the ratification 
by that State, then the largest in the 
Union, the constitution would never 
have gone into effect. 

" Be assured Washington's influ- 
ence carried this government," wrote 
Monroe to Jefferson, after the Vir- 
ginia convention had voted for the 
constitution. ' ' The country was an 
instrument with thirteen strings, 
and the only master who could bring 
about all their harmonious thought 
was Washington." — Ex.

"God will give yoh a reward," 
solemnly spoke the grateful mother, 
as she received from the arms of the 
brave youth the child he had risked 
his life to save. As if her lips were 
touched with the spirit of prophecy, 
she continued: "He will do great 
things for you in return for this 
day's work, and the blessings of 
thousands besides mine will attend 
you. ' ' 

The ear of George Washington 
was ever open to the cry of distress, 
as his heart was responsive to the 
sufferings of the masses. And when 
the stillness of the Virginia forests 
was startled, one calm, sunny day, 
in the spring of 1750, by the pierc- 
ing shriek of a woman, he started 
up from the dinner of which he had 
been partaking with other survey- 
ors, and hurried to her assistance. 

" My boy, my boy, — oh, my jxwr 
boy is drowning, and they will not 
let me go," screamed the frantic 
mother, as she tried to escap* from 
the detaining hands which withdrew 
her from jumping into the rapids 
"Oh, sir!" she implored, as she 
caught sight of the manly youth of 
eighteen, whose presence even then 
inspired confidence and suggested a 
reserve power equal to any emer- 
gency, "oh, sir, you will surely do 
something for me!" 

For an instant Washington mea- 
sured the rocks and the whirling 
currents with a comprehensive look, 
and then, throwing off his coat, 
plunged into the roaring rapids 
wherehe caught a glimpse of the 
drowning lx)y. With stout heart and 
steady hand he struggled against 
the seething mass of waters which 
threatened every moment to engulf 
or dash him to pieces against the 
sharp-]X)inled rocks, which dashed 
them into fury. 

Three times he had almost succeed- 
ed in grasping the child's dress, 
when the force of the current drove 
him back. Gathering himself toge- 
ther for one last mighty effort, he 
triumphs over the cruel rocks and 
tides and clutches the child, who 
was just about to escape him forever, 
only to be shot over the falls into 
the surging whirlpool below. The 
spectators on the bank cried out in 
horror. They gave both man and 
boy up for lost. But the brave lad 
seemed to lead a charmed life, and 
the cry of horror was changed to 
one of joy when Washington and 
his burden emerged lower down, 
free from the vortex of water. 

Striking out for a low place in 
the bank, in a few minutes the 
heroic youth, clutching the child in 
his hand, was helped ashore, where, 
amid the acclamations of the little 
band and the blessings of the over- 
joyed mother, he placed the uncon- 
scious, but still living child in her 
arms.

How Lincoln Day Was 
Observed 



THK CHAPEL EXERCISES 



Reunion in the E veninjr— News 
Notes. 



From our Regular Correspondent. 

Wednesday morning, February 
12th, being Lincoln's birthday, the 
pupils were assembled in the chapel 
at nice o'clock, to listen to accounts 
of the life of one of the greatest of 
America's men. With the appear- 
ance of the colors with the color 
guards, the tlehl music played the 
" Star Spangled Banner," while all 
arose. The pupils and teachers 
then recited the Lord's Prayer oral- 
ly, the Principal leading in the 
sign language. Dr. Fox made some 
remarks upon the remarkable and 
almost incredible circumstances in 
which Lincoln found himself during 
his boyhood days, which was pro- 
bably the lowest that any body 
could imagine. Lincoln's efforts to 
to learn as much as he could, his 
position as a lawyer, his manner of 
usinc stories when in an ai-gument, 
as President, etc., were enlarged 
i>y Piofessois I. B. Gardner-, Hairy 
Best, B. J. Rotnera, and E S. Bur 
dick On one side of the slates back 
of the platform was a sketch of the 
log cabin in which Lincoln lived, 
and opposite was the t'spitol, mean- 
ing that he came fn»m the log 
cabin, the lowest dwelling, to the 
Capitol anrt the highest position in 
the United State?. This was the 
work of Fred G. Faneher, William 
11. Aufort, Alfred Sehoenevvaldt, 
and II Drainis, of the Art Depart- 
ment. The ouiliiies were drawn so 
as to bring the picture out as much 
as possible, and this had the ef- 
fect of making it very clear. In 
the middle slates was a representa- 
tion of the banner, with the words: 
"With malice toward none; with 
charily for all; with firmness in the 
riuht, as God gives us to see the 
riuht." and underneath was Ihe 
sianatnre of the great man, copied 
from one of the historical books 
used in the eurrieulnin. Willi the 
above as his text. Prof. W. G. 
Jones, who came last, went into 
details of the life of Lincoln, using 
forcible and expressive signs in 
or-tler to make the pupils feel the 
force of his argumAiits. 

The Pi'iiicipal then asked the 
members of the Protean Society to 
jiive short accounts, which were 
more or less amusing, and were 
very interesting. Some were statre- 
strnck, especially the younger 
element, but on the whole they did 
finely. The Principal's idea of 
asking th« mt>m\)er8 to talk to the 
rest of the pupils, was to make 
them get over being embarrassed 
when called upon. 

During onw of the intervals, the 
Principal asked the field music to 
regale the audience with a few 
selections, which were gladly re- 
ceived. Dinner-time being near, 
the colors were called and manOied 
out of the chapel to the " Color 
Salute," by the field music. The 
pupils were then dismissed. So the 
morning was spent, in a manner 
not only interesting but instructive 
in every way. This speaks highly 
for the ednoitional system used 
here, as every thing that is likely to 
benefit the pupils intellectually 
and morally is taken up and im- 
parted to the pupils. 

The afternoon was spent in coast- 
ing and skating by those of all the 
boys who did not beloni; to the four 
senior teams. These teams have 
been practiciuL' hard for the past 
several wtieks in order to jtet into a 
conilition for the basketball tourna- 
ment to be held in the gymnasium 
on Washington's Birtliilrfj-, Feb- 
ruary 22d. The airls were allowed 
to go to the gymnasium to watch the 
boys play, and were very much in- 
terested in the game. The games 
were rather fast and exciting, 
beginning at 2: 3C0 o'clock and end- 
ing at 4:16. The Seniors played 
agaioBt the Juniors, while the 



American Five team tackled the 
Eagle Five. The final score of 
both games was : 25 to 6 in favor 
of the Seniors, and 31 to 13 in 
favor of the American Five. 

In the evening a special reunion 
was held, the committee being com- 
posed of Miss K. Chriatgan and 
Mr. Max Weisberg, with Misseis 
Ruggles, Robie, Hanmer and 
Townaend, to assist them. The 
evening was very pleasantly spent, 
the girls clioo.sing the boys, on 
account of this year ))e!ng leap year. 
Various games and dancing was 
kept np until 8:46, when Ihe assem- 
bly sounded, thus putting an end to 
the merrymaking. The committee 
deserves unstinted praise for their 
share in making the evening so 
pleasant and enjoyable for every- 
one.

The bngaboo of legislation <o pro 
hibit marriages between the deaf 
and damb baa vanished, liiie Ban 
qao's gliost, into thin air. Since 
the Norfolk Ck>nveDt!on many of 
the deaf, and some of their hearing 
friends, have bad the "hammer' 
ont for Dr. Alexander Graham Bell 
who was represented (or rather 
misrepresented) as the instigator of 
the plan to invoke legiHlaiion thai 
would compel deaf-mutes to lives o< 
celibacy. 

The Committee on Eagenics, ap- 
pointed by President Vedltx of the 
National As-sociatlon, for sometime 
ha.«i been planning and framio(: 
methods to annul the alleged oe- 
farious work that Dr. Bell and hip 
collesgae^ were actively engaged in. 

It now has been made clear that 
Dr. Bell has no connection with the 
Ck>mmittee on Eugenics, and ha" 
always deprecated any legislative 
interference with marriages of the 
deaf. Tlie head of this committe*^ 
is Dr. Jordan, and bis attention 
was called to the indignation and 
agitation among the deaf, in anti- 
cipation of the attempt to restricl 
their individaal liberty. Dr. Jor 
dan writes that he has never recom- 
mended, and has no idea of recom- 
mending, any legislation that shall 
aim either to regulate or prohibii 
intermarriage among deaf-mnte^. 
We are not going back to the code 
of Jnstlnian, in these present dayn 
of general enlightenment and in 
this country of liberty and eqoality 
for all. 



Tbe fakirs and impostors are still 
doing the deaf immea8urable harm. 
From different parts of the coantrj 
we get periodical complaints of ras- 
cals who prey upon the pablic under 
.the guise of being deaf and domb 
So frf-qnent and so widespread if- 
this imposition, that one naturally 
wonders what kind of an opinion 
prevails among the people tn\^eneral 
concerning deaf-mutes. 

There are some deaf- mates who 
do beg, but they are few indeed 
when compared with the impostors. 
Here In New York, where great 
publicity is given. In the daily news- 
papers, concerning the schools foi 
the education of the deaf and the 
status of the average graduates of 
these schools, fakirs seem to thrive, 
to the detriment of the good name 
of the bon?st and indostrious deaf. 
The«e impostors work the pablic 
on the elevated railroads, the sub- 
ways, trolleys and ferries, and seem 
to prosper. Here is a sample of a 
eard distributed among the pass- 
engers of the Sixth Avenne Elevated 
last week: —

It may be that the same person 
handed oat both cards, as the simi- 
larity of the appeal would seem to 
indicate. A little matter of using 
different names would not torture 
the conscience of such a scamp. 
We are reliably informed that the 
distributor of the first card was 
surely an impostor, as he could not 
talk on his fingers, and made 
grotesque gestures and facial 
contortious that meant nothing. 

This "impostor" question is 
quite a serious one for the deaf. It 
loes them incalculable injury. It 
is a blander that is usually impos 
sible of redress. It spoils the busi- 
ness opportunities of deaf-mntes, 
becaase the prejudice begotten by 
beggars and Impostors refuses them 
the privilege to show their skill and 
capabilities. It is a duty of every 
citizen, especially every deaf 
citizen, to have impostoi-s arrested. 
True, such a course will coet a 
little time in court, and the con- 
sequent monetary loss, but it will 
eventually do much for the general 
i^ood. Any deaf-mnte who has an 
impostor arrested, is, in a small 
way, a public benefactor. You 
who read this, when oppoitunity 
offers, try to be a public benefactor. 



Information comes that Frank

Wil- 
liams immediately rushed his man, 
and after just five minules of 
wr(>stling nailed him, with a head 
and arm lock, flat on his back. 
After his victory, Williams received 
congratiilaticms on all sides. The

A very interesting report was 
rendered by I lie Tlianlfsgivinp and 
CliriHtinHB Cominitlee of tlie Guild 
of Silent Workers of St. Ann's 
Church for Deaf-Mutes, at its last 
rej^ular meetin^i in February. Rev. 
Dr. Chamberlain, as ehairmnn of 
the committee, read th^ report, 
showing that $103.00 had been col- 
lected by Mr. W. S. Abrams, and 
about (lO.OC came from other 
sources. The total expenses 
amounted to about $90.00. Baskets 
filled with chicken, potatoes, cran- 
berries, apples, oranges, celery, 
mince and pumpkin pies, were dis- 
tributed to over seventeen families 
on Thanksgiving. In addition to 
this, a bountiful Thanksgivini; din- 
ner was served to eighteen persons, 
represtenting several different de- 
nominations, and clothing, shoes, 
and furniiure sent to several in need 
of these things. Three families in 
destitute ciicnmstances were rescu- 
ed from datnp unhealthy l)aseineiits, 
and provided with better quarters, 
medical attendance, and suitable 
clothing as well as fuel and food. 
W(nk was sec/ured for the heads of 
the families, and the chairman was 
glad to say, they aie now getting 
along better. At Christmas Day, 
another excellent dinner was pro- 
vided in the Guild Room of St. 
Ann's Church; twenty-four persons 
sat down lo the repast, and enjoyed 
the hospitality of the Guild. 
Small gifts, such as gloves, under- 
wear, shoes, etc., were distributed, 
and after Ihe dinner the guests re- 
mained and amused themselves (ill 
late Id the afternoon. 

During the recent cold spell, fuel 
and warm clothing was provided for 
several iu need of these things, 
and the treasury of the Guild was 
taxed to its utmost to supply the 
needs of several out of work. The 
Ladies' Aid Society assisted in the 
care of several families. 

This will no doubt be gratifying 
to the deaf at large, who have re- 
sponded in the past to the appeals 
of the guild and have lil>orally 
patronized the various entert.iin- 
ments held to replenish (he funds, 
of the Society. It is hoped the same 
i>pirit of broad-minded helpfulness 
will aid the Guild in the future. 

Its comparatively small member- 
ship does not seem to discoura^je 
the inemt)eiH. What they lack in 
numbers, they make up in lll>er- 
alily. It is in no sense a sectaiian 
benevolent societj', appealing lo the 
patronage of the deaf for funds lo 
advance the petty interest of its 
own members, an<I keeping aloof 
from the entertainments of other 
deaf societies. You will fln<l the 
members of the Guild alwaj's 
prominent at the various social 
affairs of the deaf, and thus it feels 
amply justiflod in appealing for 
like patronaffe of the deaf at lartre 
lo its various entertainments. It is 
what il claims to be, a purely 
charitable society to aid the sick 
and needy tieaf without regard to 
race or creed. lis money has 
always been wisely expended, and 
its liberality has never been held 
from the poor.

A IV Interna Ttult to Fan wood. 

Bt Ah Octookhariaii. 

Forty-four years ago one pleasant 
October day, I was married to a 
lovely and accomplished young lady, 
who for seven years before had 
been a teacher in the " New York 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb," 
under Principal Dr. H. P. Peet, 
father of the late Dr. I. L. Peet. 
Not many weeks ago, accompanied 
by my wife, the above mentioned 
lady, I visited this famous Institu- 
tion for the flret time in many years. 
Soon after our over three years tour 
through Europe. We were most 
cortlially received l»y Principal 
Enoch Henry Currier, and hospita- 
bly entertained by him and his in- 
teresting wife. He was at once in- 
terested in my wife, as one of the 
earlier teachers here, and knew her 
well by her maiden name, as Miss 
Lavinia Hubbell on that roll of 
instructors, and in that long-ago 
period. No person now was in the 
Institution that was there when 
she taught, except one gentleman 
teacher. Professor Jones, who had 
been a young pupil in the school at 
that time. 

Strange to say, he, after a few 
moments of thought and looking at 
her countenance intently, recognis- 
ed Mrs. Hall as a former teacher 
when he was there, with much en- 
thusiasm and delight to both. He 
is a most intelligent and humorous 
individual; a fine teacher, and a 
famous character delineator of 
animals and other natural objects 
upon public platforms, by the gra- 
phic sign language. Of this grand 
Institution for "The Children of 
Silence," I cannot say too much 
of praise. Also for its very highly 
educated and talented Principal, 
who took especial steps and time, 
to show us all the many buildings, 
the hospital, gymnasium and vari- 
ous school departments, with their 
fine corps of teachers ; and tbe 
numerous members of the house- 
hold.

DEAF-MUTE8' Journal, with the 
wonders and achievements of "this 
greatest of Deaf-Mnte Institutions 
on earth. The perfect hospital and 
its service, with its surprisingly low 
sickness and death rate, exhibits 
an example to the world of its hy- 
gienic and medical perfection. In- 
deed, it seems to me that I would 
much prefer to be a deaf-mute and 
be educated at Fanwood, than, 
with all five perfect senses, to stand 
my chauces of good education and 
equipment among the thousands of 
of the children of the city i>oor. 
It did my heart good to see the 
in.iny evidences of love shown to 
the gentle and kind-hearted Prin- 
cipal Currier by scholars and teach- 
ers. Allow me to say in concln- 
siou, that my wife, all through Eu- 
rope, as well as in America, meets 
with deaf-mutes, with whom she 
can converse by signs, in all lan- 
guages, much to her and their plea- 
sure. She also has been an inter- 
preter to the Rev. A. W. Mann in 
Pennsylvania, and always rejoices 
that she was once a teacher at Fan- 
wood. 

The military band and battalion 
drill also excited our pleasurable 
interest and surprise. Suffice it to 
say, that our visit to Fanwood was 
one of the most memorable of any 
made, during a month's sojourn In 
in New York.; Hbnry M. ILuul.

The tiallaudet Jllemorlal. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a ParlMh 
HuildlnK for St. Ann's Church for 
IJciif-Mutes. The present Church 
is Bitiiated on 148tli Street, jUHt west 
of AiUMt«irilHiii Avenue, and is built 
Homo tweuty-flve feel bacii from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of Huch a buildiug as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and beacent<er 
of religious ani Hocial life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this buildinK, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has alwaj's 
l)een associated. Thi« was not per- 
mitted, and it is sug){eHt<>d as a 
moMt titling memurial to him liiat 
this worli be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wtiolly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
Hloiig the street front and twenty- 
live feel in depth. It will be three 
Ntories in tieight, witii a basement, 
and will be used tor the social, re- 
iij^iouH and iuduNt rial nt'edfl of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial I'arish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and th« building 
itnelf, in its position and purpose, 
will form a con-^piouous muiiuinent 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endoiHt* iIk^ memorial.
